The annual Schoo! Musical Festival 
for the Wainwright inspectorate, for 
the initiation of which Inspector W. H | 
Edwards is to oe credited, will open | 
tomorrow (Thursday) morning at 9.30 | 
@.m. 

From what we iearn, great interest 
is being take in this event, and in | 
addition to the greater number of 
rural schools, every town school in 
the inspectorate has a large number 
of entries. In addition to these, the 
Viking schools (although outside the 
district) have received permission also 
to “try their luck” So anxious have | 
been some of the rural youngsters 
that they have put on concerts them 
selves to defray the expenses of their 
trip here. 

This augurs well for the success of 
the affair, and it is computed that 
there will be something like 500 kid- 
dies in town to take part. One great 
and shining beauty of this festival is 
that it opens the way to pupils of ru- 
ral and town schools alike to display | 
their abilities in the subjects assign- 
ed, and the programme as issued some 
months ago for this festival covers a | 
wide range of music and dramatisa- 
tion suitable for the contestants in 
ihe various classes. There can’ be 
nv public event of more cultural 
value to the community than such 
us cois promises vo be, and its sup- 
port should be ful'y assured by a pack 
ed attendance at the big concert in 
the theatre in the evening, when all 
the prize-winners will ¢ombine to 
make a splendid programme. The 
Town Band will play in front of the | 
theatre from 7 till 8 p.m. as an-added , 
attraction. | 

Regarding the competitions, al] the 
musical solo numbers will be judged in 
the .United church, where Madame 
Beasie Evans Duggan, R.A.M. of Ed- 
monton with her clerk, Mrs D. S. A. 
Kyle, will be the adjudicator. There 
are six separate classes under this | 
head and the number of entrants in 
these runs from six to forty-seven | 
pupils, under the different class heads | 

The elocution, with the number of | 
entrants running from nineteen to 
fifty-two among the five classes will 
be adjudicated by Mr H. C. Newlands 
M.A., LL.B., B.Fd., who will have as 
his clerk Miss B. Carlisle. All these 
classes will be staged in the Mason- 
ic Hall. 

In the theatre, dramatisation, mus- 
.cal choruses, and action songs will be 
staged, and Mr ¢. V. Hall, of the de- 
vartment of education, will be the 
adjudicator for the dramatic work, 
while Madame Duggan will officiate 
ror the musical numbers. Acting as 
clerk for Mr Hall will be Mrs Fred 
Thurston: The clerk /for the whole fés 
tival will be Miss Bessie Welch, who 
has acted so ungrudgingly as secre- 
tary-treasurer for the festival com- 
minittee, who have all indeed made a 
pleasure of a most arduous task. 

Mr J. T. Ross, deputy minister of 
education, who wil’ be here for the 
whole day will be the chairman for 
the evening concert, and will distri- 
‘ute the awards iv the successful con 
‘estants at the close. There are no 
cash awards connected with the feati- 
val; all prizes .re in the form of 
trophies, with individual prizes for 
the individual eff>rts. The admission 
ic the evening concert will be fifty 
cents, and it will commence at 8 p.m. 

It should be noted by those interest 
ed that tor this year the two classes 
in dramatization will be judged for 
one award, although for the future it 
1s hoped to be able to award a trophy 
for both junior and senior classes in 
this event. The i:-nner of awarding 
yvints for the gra:d aggregate trophy 
will be as follows:—Dramatization, 
ehoruses and action songs, 10 points 
‘or the schoo] adjudged as first. (Ten 
points will be awarded to both first 
junior and first senior classes in 
dramatization only). In the events giv 
cn by individuals (elocution and musi 
cal solos, the winner of the silver 


miedal will be awarded four points and | 


the bronze meda] winner two points 
lt: wards grand aggregate.

MR. E. B. LOCKE 
TAKEN SUDDENLY 


PASSES AWAY EARLY TUESDAY 
FROM HEMORRHAGE ; 
OF BRAIN 


The whole countryside was shock- 
ed on Tuesday mvrning by the news 
of the sudden death of Mr Everett 
burr Locke, at the age of 34 years. 

The late Mr Lucke, who was born 
at Boston, Mass., lived with his par- 
ents on the farm some six miles north 
of town: He was at work at the Wain- 
well No. 4 well on Monday, and al- 
though complaining of a severe head 
ache continued with his duties. He re- 
tired to bed at night fairly early, but 
about 3 a.m. on Tuesday morning 
‘oke his wife and complained of 
teeling worse. Dr Wallace was im- 
mediately summuued, but before his 
arrival the patient had become uncon- 
:cious, and never regaining conscious 
ness had passed away in a-very short 
time from a hemorrhage on the brain. 

The funeral js to be held at the 
tome at 9.15 a.m. on Thursday morn- 
ing, where the Rev. A. Trendel] will 
conduct the service before the body 
is brought to town for shipment on 
No. 2 en route to the birthplace of 
the parents of the deceased at Athens 
in the state of Maine.

Whereas members of our local who 
are visiting your town often; find the 
need of a restroom and lavatory for 
the use of mothers with small children 
end all ladies in general a most need 
ed accommodation and as some of our 
members have been informed by busi 
ress people of Wuinwright that such 
eccommodation is being paid to hotels 
i upkeep etc. by the business people 
and as the hotels keep notices posted 
that these accommodations are for use 
of registered guests only and as em- 
ployees of hotels have turned ladies 
from the country back in the halls 
who seek to use these accommoda- 
tions. We wish to bring to the notice 
of the business people of your town 
wh. se prosperity depends to some 
extent on the petronage of country 
people the general feeling that exists 
on this subject. Mothers with several 
small children have voiced their rea- 
gon for patronizing mail order hous- 
ers to this as it relieved them of the 
care and: responsibility of shopping 
with small children in the town where 
if a restroom were available an older 
child could be lett in charge.of small 
children and shopping made a plea- 
sure instead of what it is. 

In our cities the business people in- 
stall and maintain these accommoda- 
tions for the general public at a much 
greater cost than would be necessary 
in the towns so we feel sure it is 
only needful to bring to the notice of 
the business people the sentiments of 
their country patrons to have the now 
existing conditions remedied.

Now that touring has become a 365 
days a year proposition the motorist 
who wants pleasure} safety and com 
fort to accompany him on his motor 
touring and to banish the little wor- 
ries that usually accompany the aver 
age automobile trip, will check up on 
mechanical adjustments and replace- 
ments and take care of servicing de- 
tuils before starting, according to B. 
W. Ruark, commissioner of the Auto 
motive Equipment, Association. 

In listing the adjustments and ser- 
vicing recommended before a touring 
trip, Commissiones Ruark points out 
that they are for t1e most part simple 
ana inexpensive, although vitally es- 

dial. The most important things 
vrhich should be done, he says are: 

1. Motor should be free of carbon 
end valves should be properly seated 
ard adjusted; 

2. If spark plugs have been used 
cver 10,000 miles put in a new set 
_cfore starting; 

3 Examine fan belt and replace if 


| badly worn or stretched and carry a 


spare fan belt to boot. 

4 Flush and clean radiator. 

5 Examine al] lights being sure that 
all are burning, end carry an extra 
set of bulbs; 

6 Change oil in crank case; 

7 Have all shacktes and spring clips 
tghtened, and replace worn shackle 
bolts and bushings; 

8 Have steering thoroughly tested 
and adjusted, rep!acing all worn parts 

9, Have generator charge rate ad- 
Justed ; 

10 Have distilled water added to 
storage battery; 

11 Replace battery cable if worn or 
corroded; 

12 Be sure car is thoroughly lubri- 
cated;

Route No. 1, which will operate from 
Wainwright to Gilt Edge’ post office 
each Wednesday and Saturday. 

The distance of the round trip is 
me 37 miles, and it is proposed to 
have the mail leave Wainwright at 
cight o’clock on tne two mornings per 
week, and to reach town again on the 
return trip by half past four in the 
afternoons of the same days.

FIRST FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


_ 

Approximately seventy-five per cent 
of the wheat crop in the province has 
been seeded and steady progress is 
being made with the seeding of coarse 
grains, according io telegraphic re- 
ports received on Friday by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. A peculiar 
situation exists, ss in the part of the 
province where modigture has been 
most abundant, spring work has in 
consequence’ been retarded to the 
gieatest extent. \. number of central 
and northern sections report that 
wheat seeding has been completed, 
while as a result of intermittent rains 
and falls of snow over the southérn 
part of the province, not more than 
thirty or forty per cent. of the west 
bas been sown in some localities. 

Moisture conditions are reported 


to be generally satisfactory, parti- 
cularly in the south where the effects 
of the open fall and the light snowfall 
cf the past winter have been largely 
offset by the recent precipitation. In 
some northern district winds have 
Leen more than usually prevalent, and 
while the soil moisture is sufficient to 
promote germination, further rains 
will be required at an early date if ra- 
pid growth is to be expected. 

An increase of from five to ten per 
cent. in the wheat acreage of the prov 
ince is anticipated, as compared with 
last year. This gain will be especially 
noticeable in central and northern 
sections, where a large amount of 
new land was cleared and broken in 
1928 in readiness for the present years 
crop. Very little difference is expect- 
ed in the acreage seeded to coarse 
grains, except in areas where seeding 
of wheat has been unduly delayed.

A GUIDE TO CANADIAN PLANTS 


Plants native to Canada that bear 
seed including wild flowers, grasses 
weeds, vines, shribs, and trees’ are 
brought together in Bulletin 78 of the | 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa | 
ir the form of a guide as to. their 
eebitat and botanical classification. 
This work, by Johns Adams, M.A., of 
the Division of Bofany of the Experi 
mental Farms, includes all the genera 
oi such plants that are indigenous one 
this Dominion. The Latin and acienti | 
fic name of the genus is given in I 
case, followed by the English name or 
Lames in brackets. The more apa 
tant families are also indicated with; 
the genera included in each except in 
those cases where the family, includes 
a single genus or a number of gen- 
era which have comparatively little 
‘mn common or whose classification, 
still leaves room for doubt. Besides 
classified botanically the plants are 
civided in other ways including those 
that are aromatic, those that bear | 
winged fruit, edible plants, forage 
plants food for wild game, medicinal 
piants, timber, sand binding, and 
those that are useful for such pur- 
poses as that of tanning leather. Can 
edian timber is divided according to 
Lardness, cleaveability and heating 
power. The hardest of these are hick 
cry, dogwood, sugar maple, sycamore 
and hornbeam, followed in order by 
ush, oak, elm, beech, cheery, birch, 
and black bum while softer woods in 
c.ude chestnut, iulip, poplar, Douglas 
fir, fir, yellow pine, larch, basswood, 
Eemlock, cottonwood, spruce, white 
pine, and willow. ‘This publication is 
vied by the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa, is a most interesting 
cocument for students of botany and 
agriculture and persons concerned 
with the uses of woods.

WHEN SHOULD WE CUT 


SWEET CLOVER FOR HAY? 


In the prairie provinces the increas 


| ing popularity of sweet clover as a 


forage crop for certain classes of live 
stock brings many new growers of 
this useful legume face to face with 
difficulties in handling it, particularly 
as a hay crop. The inexperienced grow 
cr quite commonly allows it to be- 
come too mature before harvesting 
‘t for hay thereby rendering it less 
palatable as a fodder crop. Moreover, 
two cuttings of hay are usually ob- 
tained during the second season and 
the longer cutting of the first crop is 
delayed after the proper time to har- 
vest the smaller is the yield of the 
second crop. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Farm, Indian Head, Saskatchewan, | 
the practice is to cut Sweet clover for 
hay as soon as the first blossoms be- 
gin to appear, or, better still while | 
:t is in the bud stage. This practice :

Even commencing to cut 
as promptly as possible it frequently 
rappens that the field is well advanc- 
ed in the flowering stage before cut- 
ting can be completed.

1S IT WORTH WHILE? 


It is worth while for Canada to 


gave $22,000,000 cach year, which sum 


is a moderate estimate of the money 
value of the infant lives lost each 
year in this country? 

It is difficult to place a money value 
upon human life, because, in the first 
place, it seems a cold and heartless 
thing to do. We rather resent the fact 
that anyone should think of our own 
children as having a dollar value. 
Then there are such human elements 
as mother-love expended upon a child 
which are beyond any measure of 
value. 

If, however we think of the question 
4n an impersonal way, we do find cer 
tain interesting facts. It requires 
money to feed, house, clothe and ed- 
ucate a child. There is as it were an 
amount of money invested in every 
child. When the child grows to be an 
adult and begins to earn money, he 
then becomes an asset, and to the ex- 
tent that he earns more than is re- 
Guired for his bare living he is pay- 
ing dividends upon the money invest 
ed in him. 

An eminent American statistician 
taking these points into consideration 
has found that the value of a child at 
birth is over $9,000. This sum invest 
ed would bring in the money required 
to rear the child and the net -income 
of his earning years. 

Upon this basis which we believe 
is sound and reasonable, we find that 
the twenty-two thousand babies who 
die each year in Canada have an econ 
amic value of over $22,000,000. This 
represents a drain upon our national 
resources to an extent which justifies 
national consideration. 

Public Health work is not a matter 
of sentiment; it is essentially the ex- 
penditure of reasonable sums of 
money along certain established lines 
of proven value. Public Health work 
pays a dividend far beyond what is 
paid on any other investment. At least 
one-half of the $22,000,000 now lost 
each year can be saved through provid 
ing the necessary public health ser- 
vices. It is worth whole?

An order- 
in-council has been passed by the Al 
berta Government cancelling the ex- 
isting tax on low-priced tickets and 
effecting all such places of amusement 
and entertainmen: as moving picture 
bouses, chatauquas, etc. Admission 
prices not exceeding 25 cents will 
hereafter be exeimpt the only except- 
ion being places for public dancing. 
‘The order is to be effective June 1. 

Taxation-on amusement has been 
in force since war times and has now

granted. Numero: protests, however 
have been made from time to time 
end the tax cannot be said to have 
ever been popular with the show-go- 
‘ng public.
